The City Of Redlands 
Perturbed 


At the Action of Judge Noyes 
Last Saturday 


In Declaring the Irrigation Com- 
pany Insolvent. 


The Receiver is Regarded With 
Confidence, 


General Manager Green Held Responsible for 
the Failure-—Engineer Jeffers Ac- 
quitted of the Murder of 
Miss Ayres.

REDLANDS, Dec, 10.,—(Special.). The 
action of Judge Noyes, Saturday, in de- 
claring the Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany insolvent and thowing the corpor- 
ation into the hands of a receiver, mo- 
nopolizes public attention here, and but 
little elge is talked of. It is, of course, 
a great blow to Redlands, but it has 
been looked for for some time, and it 
is the general opinion that while there 
will be some temporary inconvenience, 
it is a good thing that it is over, as 
there will now be an opportunity of 
getting at the true status of affairs, 
and finding out just what the financial 
status of the company is. 

The failure is attributed to the bad 
mangement and reckless expenditures 
of Charles Wy Green, president and 
general manager of the company. 
When he accepted the position he de- 
manded, and was, granted, unusual 
powers, against the protest of some 
of the stockholders. Having absolute 
control of the financial affairs of the 
concern he at once began a course 
which the most farseeing saw meant 
destruction, and they used every effort 
in their power to stem the downward 


far as to resort to law. But all to no 
avail. Letters from localities where Mr. 
Green had operated before, received by 
Those ‘interested in the Bear Valley 
Company, predicted this termination of 
bis administration if he should be per- 
mitted to continue its manager. But 
some were inclined to look upon them 
as prompted by prejudice. 

How serious a blow this failure may 
be to the city of Redlands can not be 
guessed, but it is hoped that it will 
affect the city very little. Frank P. 
Morrison, president of the First Na- 
‘tional Bank, has been appointed re- 
ceiver, and no man in Redlands stands 
higher in the esteem and confidence of 
the citizens, and he will doubtless pur- 
sue a conservative course in handling 
the finances of the company. Properly 
tnanaged the Bear Valley Irrigation 
Company is aé_ splendid investment. 
Until recently it was paying 15 per 
-cent in dividends, but the money thus 
paid was needed for construction pur- 
poses. Failing to supply the necessary 
water to the Alessandro Irrigation Dis- 
trict, it brought suit to compel the de- 
livery of water contracted for, which 
resulted in the appointment of the re- 
ceiver. The financial embarrassment 
will be but temporary. 


DUCK-NUNTBRS DROWNED 


Sad Fate of Emmet Barbee, James Elam and 
Joseph Wernett. 

SEATTLE, Dec. 10.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) James Elam, Emmet Bar- 
bee and Joseph Wernett, all laundry- 
men employed here, were drowned in 
Lake Washington, early. this morning. 
William Stewart, who was the fourth 
member of the duck-hunting party, was 
the only one who escaped, They were 
caught in a heavy storm and their frail 
boat engulfed. 

Barbee was chilled in the ice-cold 
water and sank almost instantly. Elam, 
thinking they were near shore, started 
to swim and went to the bottom. He 
was misled by a light on shore, fully a 
| quarter of a mile away. Stewart and 
Wernette made a neroic effort to paddle 
the boat ashore. Finally, Wernette 
failed and let go of the boat. Stewart 
recched across and caught his arm but 
could get no response. He yelled lustily, 
and when about fifty feet from shore 
saw help coming. ° 

He made a superhuman effort and got 
the boat within ten feet of shore when 
he became unconscious and let go of 
the boat and Wernett. ‘Both were 
picked up a minute later. Wernett 
was dead, and Stewart did not recover 
consciousness till a late hour this even- 
ing. The bodies of the other two have 
not been recovered.

The New York Banker to Quit

He Has Accumulated a Nest-cgg of $10,- 
000,000 — A Benefactor of the 
Catholic Church and the 
Irish Cagse.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The World tomorrow 
will state that the old and well-known 
banking house of Eugene Kelly & 
Co., will be dissolved in spring. The 
firm consists of Mr. Kelly, its head, 
his two sons, Edward and Eugene, and 
Joseph A. Donohoe of San Franucisco, 
the head of the Donohoe, Kelly Bank- 
ing Company of that city. 

fugehe Kelly’s fortune is estimated 
at $10,000,000. His benefactions to the 
Roman Catholic church have earned 
for him the distinction of being con- 
sidered the Jeading layman of that 
faith in this city, while his devotion 
to the Irish home-rule movement, as 
well as to all Irish interests and af- 
fairs, have been no less renowned. In 
appreciation of what he has done for 
the church, the Pope last year ap- 
pointed him a ‘“‘Cameriere di cappi e 
spada,”’ or chamberlain of the cape and 
sword, an honorary office in the house- 
hold of the holy father. 

Mr. Kelly’s mcst notable recent serv- 
ice to the Irish cause was as president 
of the National Federation of Amer- 
ica, and treasurer of the Irish parlia- 
mentary fund. On one occasion, when 
it was decided to try to raise $150,- 
000 for the cause of home-rule during 
the Parliamentary elections, he sub- 
scribed $20,000, and it is said that he 
cabled privately to John Dillon that he 
might draw upon him for the entire 
$150,000, if necessary.

WASHINGION, Dee. 10.—(By the 
Associated Press) The tariff bill will 
not come up in the House before a 
week from tomorrow, at the earliest. 
The majority report will be filed 
Wednesday, but it will be some days 
later before the Republicans have a 
report prepared. 

The Utah Admission Bill will come up 
during the morning hour tomorrow. 
The Republicans will probably continue 
filibustering, and this will return the 
bill to a place back on the calendar.

The most interesting portion 
is that bearing on the extension of 
the classified service to more delivery 
postoffices, the subject on which Com- 
missioner Johnston dissented, and his 
removal was asked a short time ago. 
The report condemns the salary limit 
to classified service in the customhouse, 
and recommends classification by 
grade. In support of this view, the 
satisfactory results of classification in 
the railway mail service are cited. 

The report says that in the unclassi- 
fied service, taken as a whole, the 
government methods of the United 
States are so utterly indispensable from 
the standpoint of decency and morality

After a day of great 
excitement, following the explosion of 
a bomb in the Chamber Deputies, 
the authorities have announced that 
they have the bomb-thrower in custody. 
The miscreant gave the name of Mar- 
chal. is an Anarchist. and has made a 
full confession. He soon fell under the 
suspicion of the authorities, and, 
pressed by the Prefect of Police, made. 
a full confession, glorving in the das- 
tardly crime.

persons questioned by 
the police, yesterday evening, Was @ 
man whose nose was almost blown 
off. by the explesion of a bomb in the 
Chamber. The suspect at first said his 
name was Vaillant, and said he lived 
at Choisi Leroi. This man, who was 
attended by the physicians, summoned 
to the refreshment-room of the Cham- 
ber, after the explosion, was taken te 
the Hotel Dieu, after being examined 
by the Prefect of Police. At the hos- 
pital, the suspect was carefully watched 
by four detectives, and it was noticed 
that he gave the name of Marchah 
This confirmed suspicions already en- 
tertained. and several detectives were 
immediately started out with instruc- 
tions to spend the night in establishing 
the identity of, Vaillant, or Marchal, 
By morning the Prefect of Police was 
in possession of several police reports, 
which made it clear that the man in 
the Hotel Dieu, with his nose almost 
blown off. was the dangerous Anarch- 
ist named Vaillant, who was born at 
Mezieres. 

Vaillant is 35 vears of age, and had 
passed several years in Buenos Ayres, 
and in 1887 returned to France and mar- 
ried. He now has two children. Vail- 
lant. however. soon deferted his wife. 
Still. since 1884, he has been identified 
with the extremist branch of the So- 
ojalists, and with the regular Anarchist 
groups. He has made himself promi- 
nent by the incendiary nature of his 
speeches, and eventually became a 
member of the committee of the rep- 
Socialist group of the 
Wighteenth Arrondissement of Paris. 

Earlv in the day, M. Lepine, the 
Prefect of Police, the Public Prosecutor 
and the examining magistrate, visited 
the Hotel Dieu, and had a long in- 
terview with Vaillant, who, at first, 
protested his innocence, and was quite 
indignant at the questions put to him, 
Finally, the Public Prosecutor said: 
“Your name is Vaillant and not Mar- 
chal. as you claimed when you came 
to the hospital.” After a moment of 
hesitation. the suspect admitted his 
identity, and confessed that he had 
thrown the bomb. When questioned 
as to his reasons for attempting to 
take the lives of so many people, Vail- 
lant replied defiantly: 

wished to deal thoroughly dra- 
matic blow at the institutions of the 
country, and wished to cause a great 
sensation. Lt endeavored to aim the 
bomb at M. Dupuy. I glory in the act, 
Land I only regret that my hand 
swerved, and that the bomb did not 
explode near the mark.’ 

Vaillant said that the bomb which 
he used was a little iron saucepan, 
which he bought at a bazar near the 
“The saucepan, when 
loaded, contained,’ he said, *‘a number 
of nails, which you found on the floor 
of the Chamber. .Inside the saucepan 
Was a tube with a compressed center, 
In the tube#were picric acid and prus- 
sial of soda, these’ ‘being separated at 
the point where the tube was come- 
pressed by a small ball of cotton, sate— 
urated with sulphuric acid, which at @ 
given moment would be consumed by 
the sulphuric acid, thus allowing the 
picric and prussiat to mix and cause aw 
explosion.” 

The Anarchist then deseribed a vas 
riety of objects which, he said, would 
be found in the lodgings at the Hotel 
de l’ Union, where Vaillant lived under 
the name of Marchal. “But,” Vaillant 
added, “if you are going to search my 
reom you had better be careful in dis- 
turbing things, unless you want to be 
blown to pleces. I advise you, espe- 
cially, to be careful in ‘handling a box, 
which is full of explosives.” 

M. Rouillier, Lepine and Mever, the 
examining judges, accompanied by a 
commissary of police, went to Hotel de 
l’ Union ‘and ascertained that Vaillant 
had, eight days previousiy, hired a fur- 


nished room in thet establishment, 
The authorities found a number of 
nails exactly similur to those found 


scattered about the Chamber of Depu-« 
ties after the explosion, and also found 
a saucepan like the one described by 
Vaillant, and which he had evidently 
discarded because it was a trifle too 
large to be carried about without dan- 
ger of detection. The authorities alse 
found the trunk mentioned by Vail- 
lant, but it did not contain any explo- 
elves. Vaillant continues to pretend 
utter indifference as to the con#see

unsupplied. It is now asked _ that 
from the fair funds in the hands of 
the Board of Supervisors, yet unap- 
propriated, enougli be -set aside to 
print an edition of 509,000 Los Angeles 
county pamphlets to fill the gap above 
alluded to, aS well as to supply the 
many thousands of inquiries for litera- 
ture about Southern California, already 
received by our Chamber of Com- 
merce, and still coming. As these re- 
quests come largely because of the in- 
terest excited at the Chicago e¢x- 
position, there can be no question 
as to the entire propriety of the ap- 
propriation; in fact, it would be a 
serious mistake if it is not made. 
So long as people abroad are clamoring 
for literature that tells of the glories 
. of the salubrious Southwest, it is our 
duty to supply the want, and it is to 
be hoped that the Supervisors will do 
the needful, promptly, in the premises. 


Bvidently the Southern Pacific has

fro across the country, without money 
and without price, could have but one

Able Ideas on First Street. 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,.) Dec. 10.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) I under- 
stand that the matter of widening 
First street. between Main and Los 
Angeles streets. is to come up before 
the Council tomorrow. I had supposed 
that this auestion ‘was disposed of 
once for all. and am somewhat, sur- 
prised that it is to be reopened. I am 
at a loss to see why this matter should 
eccupy so much of the valuable time 
of the Council. The owners of the lot 
on the southeast corner of First and 
Main streets evidently purchased the 
property because the street being nar- 
rower there than at any _ other 
point a building erected on the prop- 
ertv would have the appearance of 
being in the street. and for that reason 
would become cOnspicuous and help 
advertise their business. I question 
the policy of erecting such a costly 
building on such a narrow street, but 
inasmuch as they. have paid _ their 
money for the ground, and desire to 
avail themselves of this method of 
advertising, I see ho good reason why 
they should not be allowed to do so. 
True, it may seem a litle hard on a 
great number of property-owners who 
have been put to considerable expense 
in widening First street, between Los 


tonight, ‘‘Monte 


Angeles street and the river, but 
then. as First street is not 
likely to amount to much in 
the future, the probabilities are 


that these same property-owners would 
have no difficulty in getting the Coun- 
cil to pass an ordinance allowing them 
to build out to the original line of the 
street, thus putting themselves on a 
par with the owners of the lot which 
there is so much trouble about, and 
making the street a uniform width all 
along the line. After that is done, the 
Council should pass an ordinance 
changing the name of First street to 
that of Last street, as it is destined to 
be the last street in the city to be 
opened and improved. 

The same unsightly and impassable 


hill which has blocked the street on the” 


west within six hundred feet of the 
business center for s0 many years, 
still stands as a monument to the en- 
terprise of a great city, and to the su- 
perhuman efforts of the individual 
members of its City Council in push- 
ing ahead public improvements. It 
certatnly is a great pity that so much 
valuable ground cannot be utilized for 
some purpose, and it is to be hoped 
that the Council will carry out their 
Plan. said to have been formulated 
with the view of utilizing the hill as a 
site for a police station. It certainly 
has two very important advantages 


over the present location. First, 


reason of its elevation the Chief of Po- 
lice and his subordinate officers could 
constantly have a large portion of the 
citv under their watchful and penetrat- 
ing eyes, and thus be able to dispense 
with a large number of the force, 
which would result in reducing the 
expenses very materially. Second, the 
nuisance caused by the poor drainage 
and imperfect sewerage as now ex- 
isting. would be entirely done away 
with. On such a high hill the sewerage 
could not help being first-class. In 


fact. it would not be even necessary to 


connect with the sewer. The sewage 
could be turned down First. street, 
which, by reason of being virtually 
closed at both ends. would not be 
needed for any other purpose, and, by 
walling up its sides, could be converted 
into a beautiful canal. Besides, the 
property-owners on said street would 
be duly receiving their just deserts 
for, in my judgment, any set of men 
who will quietly submit to the dicta- 
tory proceedings of our City Council 
in opening and improving this street 
ought to have the sewage dumped upon 
them.

SUNDAY SERMONS. 


Services at the Various 
Churches. 


The New Pastor of Simpson 
| Tabernacle 


Introduced té His Charge by the Pre- 
siding Lider. 


Rev. Mr. Thomson’s Talk at the Church of 
the Unity—Mr. Larkin’s Discourse 
on ‘Socialism and the 
Remedy.’’ 


Rev. C. C. McLean, D.D., the new 
pastor of Simpson Methodist Bpiscapal 
Tabernacle, preached his first sermon 
in Los Angeles yesterday morning, al- 
though his arrival in the city was de- 
layed until a few hours previous to 
service, owing to the wreck upon the 
road over which he traveled. Rev. G. 


W. White, presiding elder of the 
district, was present, and as- 
Sisted in the _ services. He_ also 


introduced the new pastor to the peo- 
ple of his charge. in a few appropriate 
and con tulatory words, alluding to 
the difficulties and discouragements of 
the church in the past, and expressing 
the belief that a happy choice had been 
made in selecting such a man as spir- 
itual leader for the coming year. 

The first tones of Mr. McLean’s voice 
won sympathy with his hearers. There 
is a peculiar, clear, penetrating, mus- 
ical quality which renders his speech a 
pleasure, aside from the sentiment con- 
veyed. He is by no means a powerful 
man, being of medium stature, with 
few indications of the emotional tem- 
perament; yet, with the moment in 
which he begins to speak there is a 
charactistic vigor, which marks every 
sentence, and he will without doubt 
prove one of the most thrilling revival- 
ists who has ever conducted religious 
labors here. This fact was plainly evi- 
dent yesterday, before the sermon’s 
close. 

His thanks, in response to the ap- 
preciative introduction, were briefly, 
but eloquently expressed. He pledged 
himself to work earnestly for and with 
the people, and stated that while he 
esteems it a privilege to have the doors 
of the church and the parsonage open 
to him, he shall esteem it a far greater 
privilege to have the door of each 
heart open to receive him. In alluding 
to the wreck that delayed him, and 
that, happily, was less serious than at 
first feared, he said that it had seemed 
a close question for a time whether he 
should go to heaven straight, or 
whether he should reach there by the 
way of Los Angeles. The latter course 
had finally been clearly indicated, and 
wher’ Le arrived and_ received the 
hearty handshake that had no icicle in 
it, he felt, truly, that these were his 
people, and» that he was their pastor. 

The text for the morning’s discourse 
was Matthew xi, 11: ‘Verily I say unto 
you, among them that are born of 
women there hath not risen a greater 
than John the Baptist: notwithstand- 
ing he that is least in the kingdom of 
heaven is greater than he.” 

Dr. McLean dwelt at length upon the 
teachings of'this text. concerning which 
much controversy and diversity of 
opinion have arisen. John the Baptist 
was se great as any in his 
birth. He YWreater than any that 
had preceded him, in that his coming 
was foretold by the prophets. He was 
greater than those who préceded him, 
in that he was to present fo the world 
the Savior, the Lamb of God that tak- 
eth away the sins of men. He was 
greater, in that he recognized Christ 
in accepting Him as his Savior, while 
the others were only looking for Him. 

The second clause of the text, formed 
the main element in the sermon: ‘“‘Not- 
withstanding he that is least in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater than he.” 
Some contend .that the kingdom of 
heaven: means the kingdom of glory, 
the permanent kingdom, that kingdom 
for which we are longing. It does not 
seem probable that the great mission 
of the Lord Jesus Christ was to come 
into this world simply to save us in 
heaven. Rather, the object of all serv- 
ice seems to be embodied in the one 
word “love,” and love, pure love, is 
heaven, present or begun. Some have 
thought that reference is made in this 
text to the minister of the gospel. He 
is least in many things. He must go 
wherever he is sent, fare on bread and 
water or fare sumptuously, lay down 
his life for his people. He is the man 
who gives himself to spend and be 
spent for the Master. However well 
this may apply, it seems plain to be- 
lieve that real reference is made to 
spiritual grace within the heart, and to 
being lifted up out of our sins and into 
God’s home and habitation; to being 
associated with Jesus Christ. 

Although we learn that there had 
never been such a one as John the Bap- 
tist to receive the true anrointing from 
on high, yet we are told that the least 
is greater than he. Although, up to 
the time of John the, Baptist, no one 
knew more perfectly the plan of salva- 
tion than he, yet there is not a little 
child in the Sunday-school today, that 
knows the story of the cross, that does 
not know more clearly than he that sal- 
‘vation.and its plan. 

And how are we greater? We can- 
not be greater as a prophet than he. 
We cannot be more fully devoted or 
consecrated than he, or greater in fidel- 
ity. When multitudes were ready to 
hang upon his words, he hushed them 
and hid himself in his Master, telling 
them that he was not the light, but 
had simply come to tell them of the 
light. Nor can we be greater than he 
in courage, or in works. 

Yet we are greater in three particu- 
lars: In privilege, in knowledge and in 
the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Any one is privileged to obtain salva- 
tion if he will; any one is led by 
knowledge where to obtain it; the 
grace of God is sufficient to bless us 
and melt us into love. Oh, that the 
voice of this people, of this church, 
shall be as the voice of one n, gain- 
ing and bringing to salvati thou- 
sands upon thousands, until none shall 
say: ‘‘Where is He?’’ but ‘He is here.”’ 

The church was beautifully dec- 
orated, chiefly in white and green, great 
numbers of callas being in use. A spe- 
cial musical service was rendered. 

The evening praise service was one of 
the finest ever given in the Tabernacle, 
and a fitting address was made by the 
pastor . 

UNITY CHURCH, 

Yesterday morning at the Church of 
the Unity, the pastor, Rev. J. 5S. 
Thomson preached a sermon on “The 
Flight of Lot’s Wife from Sodom.”

Money 
is good and useful, when honestly won 
and carefully expended; but our young 
people need other things to develop and 
bless them...

They should study together, and be- 
come one in the higher departments of 
the mind. If a woman be a drudge, or 
ignorant. or narrow in her views of life 
and destiny, she cannot be responsive 
to her husband's cravings, for com- 
panionship along the great highways of 
thought. Lot's cowardice and selfish- 
ness were seen in the way he let her 
fall and perish in the terrible ‘conflagra- 
tion.

He should have perished by 
her side. Was he worth following, or 
the attention of angels? His life after- 
ward does not prove he was. Chris- 
tianity scorns half-heartedness, and de- 
mands earnestness, not fanaticism. No 
man should put a mortgage upon his 
soul. He should live eo as to enter the 


next life free from all incumbrance, 


and start therein with the gains of 
earthly experience. The great demand 
of this agitated’age is full thought, 
not fractional thought. Bthical soci- 
eties believe in the non-existence of 
matter. Ingersollites are cases of frac- 
tional thought. They leave out large 
human factors. The awful acreeds 
which exhibit God as satan, are frac- 
tional, because they leave out reason, 
conscience and love. Charles Dickens 
Was a larger and healthier thinker 
than Channing, because he knew men 
and women better. John Wesley was 
a grander force in civilization than John 
Calvin. because the latter spun his 
metaphysical theories out of his inner 
empty consciousness, whereas Wesley 
knew men. and made a kindly provis- 
ion for backsliders. Compare the la- 
bors of the mighty Moses with the 
poorer results of Socrates, the Athenian 
converser. Christ was the _ perfect 
thinker for his doctrines exclude no 
human faculty, element or power. He 
knew human nature, heayen, and earth; 
and they all shine in his divine teach- 
ings. A man that will produce a 
thought about life which will endure, 
must think with his whole life, senses, 
reason, conscience, love, spirit, expe- 
rience, imagination, and not with a 
mere fraction, as intellect, or spirit, or 
senses, Questions about human life 
require all the elements of thought, 
but questions about things can be an- 
swered without conscience, spirit, or 
love, as in chemisiry. 
CENTRAL M. E. CHURCH. 

The subject of Rev. F. M. Larkin’s 
sermon at the Central Methodist Epis- 
copal Chureh, yesterday morning, was 
‘‘Socialism.”’ 


Hie took as a text Acts ii, 44: “And 
all that believed were together, and had 
all things common.” 

People usually associate the idea 
of “socialism” with anarchy, bomb- 
throwing and the like; but this is not 
necessarily the fact, for the first com- 
munistic or socialistic society 
formed in the Christian Church. 

It must be recollected that this early 
socialism in the church was not com- 
pulsory nor taught as an essential 
doctrine of Christianity. On the con- 
trary it was wholly voluntary, and 
further it was not intended as a per- 
manent organization but only for the 
temporary relief of those who had lately 
embraced the belief in the Savior. But if 
we will study and follow out the spirit 
of this first communistic society we will 
find the means of regulating our own 
social institutions. That we are ap- 
proaching a great social crisis no think- 
ing and reading person will deny. Look 
at the position taken by organized 
capital on one hand and organized 
labor opposing the first. These great 
trusts and corporations are organizing, 
combining as never before, determined 
to uphold the present condition of 
affairs,.while millions of workingmen 
and wage-earners are organized 
and standing shoulder to shoulder and 
declare that capital must be more just 
and the profits of their labor shared 
more equally. While it is true that the 
laboring man is better off toner than 
ever before, yet the question before us 
is, ‘Is he as well off as he ought to be?” 


Is capital paying him &s much as it 


ought to pay him? There certainly is 
something wrong with a system which 
allows one man to take $70 of the $100 
and distribute: the other $30 among 
ninety-nine men, and it is because the 
great masses know of this injustice 
that they are dissatisfied and social 
unrest is the result. 

How shall we solve these great 
social questions? Shall it be an evolu- 
tion by which we shall be raised pence- 
ably to a higher plane or shall it be 
revolution accompanied by and ac- 
complished through anarchism, riot, 
bloodshed and destruction? The gospel 
of Christ has been the means of edu- 
cating the masses and bringing them 
to understand their condition and to 
the gospel of Christ we must look for a 
solution of this problem. 

It is to be found in that summing uy 
of the law and the prophets by the 
Lord Jesus, viz.: “‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, .... 
and thy neighbor as thyself.”” When 
the great masses and the holders of 
capital are marshalled on the side of 
Christ and realize that ‘“‘to love thy 
neighbor’’ is a personal command, then 
shall the social problems be settled and 
we shall see the kingdom of God coming 
down out of heaven. 


TRINITY CHURCH, SOUTH. 
At Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, yesterday morning, the 
congregation listened to an interesting 


discourse by the pastor, Rev. A. C. 
Bane, from Matthew, xxii, 42: ‘‘What 
Think Ye of Chrsit.”’ 

Jesus asked this question, which 


was not answered, and it is never 
answered satisfactorily to the mind 
until Christ is received jnto the heart. 
Jesus was either a myth, a man, or 
a god. Was He a myth, having no 
real existence? We have, satis- 
factory, historic proof, that He lived 
in Judea as that Plato or Luther lived; 
emcient writers refer to and quote 
Him. He is historical, not mythical. 
Was He a mere man? _ So say Uni- 
tarians, Jews and the skeptical. It 
is a popular doctrine that Christ was 
a man whose life, rather than his 
death, uplifts and saves humanity. 
Such doctrine does ‘not come from the 
Bible. If the Bible is not a truthful 
record in every particular, it is un- 
worthy of belief. The Bible says He 
was divine. They reject His divinity, 
but claim that He was the best man 
who ever lived. <A good man will be 
truthful. Christ said He was divine, 
and if e was not He was ah im- 

stor. He says: “I and my Father 
re one, before Abraham was I am.”’ 
His birth was unlike that of any 
human, in that He was conceived of 
the Holy Ghost. His life and doctrine, 
His death and ressurrection are with- 
out comparison in all the range of 
humanity. How do the ‘‘mere-man’”’ 
theorists explain this? They cann 
get their doetrine from the Bible, and 
if they go outside, it is an invention 
of man, and without authority. It 
was His death that redeemed us, and 
it requires the sacrifice of life to sus- 
tain life in nature, else we could live 
as well on mud as mutton; it is true 
also in the spiritual nature. Why re- 
volt at the innocent sufferings for the 
guilty when we see it every day? 
Christ was a willing sacrifice. 

Was Christ divine? Yes, perfect 
man and perfect God—the bridge that 
planked the chasm between humanity 
and divinity! He hungered like @& man, 
and fed the 5000 like a God. He wept 
at the grave like a man, and called 
the. dead Lazarus to life like a God. 
His crucifixion is authenticated by evi- 
dence outside the Bible; the proof of 
His resurrection is just as conclusive, 
and no intelligent person will believe 
that a mere man could rise from the 
grave. His birthday is celebrated, 
and the anniversary of His death and 
resurrection aré observed by the Chris. 
tian world. Millions of intelligent 
people worship Him as a God, and they 
all could not be mistaken. 

The progressive prosperity of the 
religion he founded attests his divinity. 
Gamalicel ly said, “If this religion 
will come to naught, but

human origin, The Bible says: 
“Whoso receiveth not the Son hath 
not the Father,’’ so there is no God in 
the religion that rejects the divinity of 
Christ.

Lordsburg Accident. 

Among the passengers on the South- 
ern Pacific train which was wrecked 
Saturday morning near Lordsburg, 
N. M., as published in the. telegraph 
columns of The Times vesterday, was 
George H. Ferguson, a traveling man 
of Rochester, N. Y., who is now stop- 
ping at the Hollenbeck. He was 
hurt by the shake-up, but, fortunately, 
his injuries were not very serious. 

The train consisted of two baggage 
cars, two day coaches, a_ tourist 


sleeper and two palace cars. Mr. Fergu- | 


s0n was in one of the palace cars, 
which, though it tipped nearly over, 
did not roll down the embankment. 

The coupling between the locomotive 
and the first baggage car broke, and 
the ‘latter did not leave the track. 
Nearly all of the cars rolled over and 
down the embankment, which was 
about five or six feet in height. 

Mr. Ferguson was met yesterday by 
Division Superintendent Muir of the 
Southern Pacific, Surgeon Ainsworth 
and also the attorneys for the com- 
pany, Messrs. Trask and Bicknell. 
After a conference between them, the 
matter of damages was satisfactorily 
arranged. 

The wreck is stated to have pre- 
sented an awful appearance. The cars 
were rolled over in a confused form, 
and, in reality, things looked worse 
than in many instances in railway 
accidents when there are heavy losses 
of life. The statement that the wreck 
was supposed to have heen caused by 
tramps, is not corroborated by later 
developments. 

In one of the flat pieces of metal, 
known a8 the ‘fish plates,’’ which 
join the ends of the rails together, was 
found a crack, the appearance of which 
showed it to have heen of a considér- 
able duration. The ties near the 
scene of the accident are also stated to 
have shown signs of rot.

The wonderfully fertile section of 
country close to the foothills of the Si- 
erra Madre range, in the vicinity of 
Duarte, Azusa and Glendora, has long 
been famed for its prolific orange and 
deciduous fruit orchards; but it may 
not be generally known that, in addi- 
tion to these interests, another, which 
promises to be equally profitable, if not 
more so, is being developed with mar- 
velously-successful results. It is that 
of raising winter-grown vegetables for 
the Eastern markets. 

Until one has been upon the ground, 
no adequate idea of the extent of this 
industry can be formed, as was real- 
ized by a Times man yesterday during 
the course of a drive over the country 
north of Glendora. On the ranches of 
Dr. John Needham and his son, C. c. 
Needham, who are among the pioneers 
of this venture, for instance, were seen 
acres and acres of tomatoes, string 
beans, early potatoes, and other vege- 
tables unobtainable under ordinary cir- 
cumstances in the Bast at this cold 
season of the year. The vegetables are 
being shipped almost daily, either by 
expr:ss or in refrimerator cars, to 
buquerque, Denver, Salt Lake, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Chicago and New York. 
Frequent shipments are also made to 
Seattle and. other points north, and, as 
the demand for Southern § California 
products is rapidly increasing, there is 
every reason for the belief that, in a 
few years, immense drafts will be made 
upon this part of the State.

It seems that Schaefer has been mis- 
represented in regard to his alleged re- 
fusal to play Ives another match at 
balk line billiards with the anchor shot 
barred, says the Chicago Herald. 
Schaefer has written to a friend in this 
city denying that he had refused to, 
meet Ives. The wizard makes an ex- 
planation which puts a different light 
upon the matter. He says he will play 
Ives a match at balk-line billiards, but it 
must be after the cushion carom con- 
test, for which he signed before he 
left ChicagoYor Cincinnati. The articles 
of agrement for this cushion carom 
match were prepared immediately after 
the last match, and as Schaefer had 
previously made arrangements to go to 
Cincinnati he signed the agreentent the 
same afternoon the articles were drawn 
up. He left the agreement with the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company in 
order that his backer might call for the 
document and take it to Ives for his 
signMture. 

After Schaefer had reached Cincinnati 
Ives met“ Dick Roche, and between 
them they arranged a match at balk 
line, anchor barred, to commence on 
January 22, the same date named for 
the opening of the cushion carom 
match. When this last arrangement 
was telegraphed to Schaefer he was 
naturally surprised to learn of the con- 
fiict of dates. He had supposed the 
cushion carom match was arranged for 
January 22. He could not understand 
the new match being made for the same 
date. He at once replied that he 
wanted Ives to adhere to the first ar- 
rangement and play the cushion carom 
games. “So far,’’ says Schaefer, ‘‘as 
the balk line match is concerned, I will 
play Ives another match. No oneever 
knew me to refuse or hesitate to play 
billiards when I’m able. I will not 
keep him waiting for nearly two years 
either, but I want him to play the 
cushion carom match first, as agreed 
upon.”’ 

INTERNATIONAL BICYCLE RACE. 


The arrangements for the approach- 
ing international six-day bicycle race, 
which will commence in the Madison 
Square Garden on December 24, and 
continue until the 30th, are almost com- 
pleted. *The contest promises to eclipse 
any event of its kind ever held in this 
city, says the New York Press. 

The men will be sent away on their 
long journey five minutes past mid- 
night, and finish at 10:05 on the follow- 
ing Saturday night, covering in all 142 
hours, the riders having the right to 
rest and ride as they see fit. 

During the long race short-distance 
races will be decided between some of 
the fastest riders in the world, and in 
no case shall a six-day race competitor 


‘attempt to pace or in any way aid 


each other. The entranee fee, which 
is placed at $50, will be returned to 
all competitors who cover 750 miles up 
to 12. midnight, of December 27, and 
the prizes will be: First, man, $1200 in 
gold; second, $800 in gold; third, $500 
in gold, and fourth $350 in gold. 

After all expenses of the race, in- 
cluding $1,000, for the rent of the gar- 
den. have been paid, 25 per cent. 
of the net profits will be divided 
among the successful competitors, as 
follows: First man, 50 per cent; sec- 
ond man, 25 per cent.; third, 12% per 
cent, fourth, 8 per cent., and fifth, 4% 
per cent. Each contestant who covers 
1400 miles or over, but who does not 
win any of the above prizes, shall re- 
ceive a prize of $150 in gold. 

TRAINING ATHLETSS. 

If there is one man in this country 
who knows how to prepare men for 
physical contests, that man is Mike 
Murphy, trains Yale athletes. 
Mike recently talked of athletes and 
of training them, and said some things 
that may be interesting to persons who 
take an interest in that sort of thing. 

“A mistake which is very commonly 
made in studying the work of a man in 
training,’’ said Mr. Murphy. “‘is to at- 
tribute his inability to stay or make a 
strong finish to a lack of sand, when, 
in reality, the man has plenty of sand, 
but hasn't the physical endurance. For 
instance, take the case of Van Ingen, 
the Yale hurdler, who won the hurdle 
races at the last intercollegiate games. 
He always had the reputation of being 
saridless at New Haven.’ When I got 
hold of him 1 found that it was endur- 
ance and not sand that he lacked. The 
remarkably game finish that he made 
In the 220-yard hurdle race, when he 
beat a Harvard man out on the tape, 
showed he had plenty of sand. 

“It doesn’t sound likely, but it’s a 
fact, that big men have neither the en- 
durance nor the sand that little men 
have. Most of the halfbacks on foot- 
ball teams are little men. It is gener- 
ally supposed they are chosen because 
they are quicker and can run faster. 
Little mén are chosen for halfbacks be- 
cause a big man can seldom be found 
to take the position. There is too much 
punishment connected with playing 
halfback, and big men don’t like it.’’ 

The Yale trainer will now turn his 
attention to the next intercollegiate 
team. He has plenty of good material, 
Van Ingen and Cartwright being the 
only losses. These two were good for 
12 points, however. 

FOOTBALL RULES. 

That the rules covering intercollegiate 
football must be changed, seems to be 
the general opinion of the sporting pub- 
lic, and of those college graduates 
who are making a constant study of 
the great game. The increased oppor- 
tunities for accidents and the brutality 
which marked nearly all of the recent 
big games, have made radical changes 
necessary. There must be more kick- 
ing, mofe open plays and a complete 
abolition of mass plays under momen- 
tum, such as the flying wedge. 

It is now thought that interference 
shculd be done away with, or be so 
modified that, when a rusher breaks 
through the oposing line, the full back 
who tries to tackle him will not be 
thrown down by an interferer. <A rule 
calling for the expulsion from the 
game of a man who in any way in- 
terfere with a player who is trying 
to catch a punt is well thought of. 
Another rule, disqualifying a man who 
uses his clinched fist, is also strongly 
advocated. For instances of off-side 
play, the player should be warned the 
first time, but on the second offense 
should be disqualified.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Annual Report of the Librarian to the 
Board. 

The annual report of the librarian of 
the public library, as made to the 
board of directors, shows the total ex- 
penditures for the year ending the ist 
of the present month to be $21,180.27. 
Of this amount, $9911.51 was for sal- 
aries. Thetotal receipts for the year, 
together with a balance of $56.68 left 
over from the year before, amount to 
$20,935.58.' There is due from the li- 
brary fund a balance of $10,482.59, on 
account of the appropriation for the 
yerr 1893-94. 

During the year, 6083 volumes were 
added to the library, making the pres- 
ent total number of volumes 35,472. 
There were 1078 volumes worn out and 
discarded, and sixty-two lost, of which 
latter number forty-two were paid for. 

The report states that the library is 
in communication with the govern- 
ments of India and Australia in regard 
to works pertaining to irrigation and 
horticultural systems, both of which 
are so closely allied to those being 
adopted in this State. 

The total circulation of books was 
420,491. Of this number, 267,054 were 
for home issue, and 120,205 for library 
issue. The number of reference-room 
readers was 33,142. 

The report states further that the 
library does not reach the more iso- 
lated portions of the city, and cannot 
without the establishment of delivery 
stations. By ‘establishing such sta- 
tions, respectively, near University, on 
Boyle Heights, in East Los Angeles 
and on Angeleno Heights, the library 
would be enabled to give daily service 
to those vicinities. 

This cannot be done, however, with the 
funds at present at the disposal of the 
library without crippling the service. 
For the past four years the home cir- 
culation of books have been respective- 
ly, 47,172, 116,263, 233,368 and 267,054. 

A tabulated statement is given show- 
ing the home use and also the library 
use of each of the various classes of 
books. Commenting on this, the report 
States that the class showing the larg- 
est increase is adult fiction, and, that 


while some part of such increase is. 


due to the use of that class by the 
tcurist population, the fact remains 
that the disadvantageous conditions 
prevailing in the delivery room of the 
library doubtless have a growing ten- 
dency toward. a -lewer -standard of 
reading. Agyoung man whose reading 
has been fiction only asks for a book of 
biography or travel, when the attendant 
has a handful of slips from people wait- 
ing to receive books. The attendant be- 
ing necessarily so busy cannot give time 
to find a satisfactorily work on the sub- 
jects asked for and, as a result, the 
epportunity to start a new line of 
thought and study is probably lost. 
This is stated to be no infrequent in- 
stance.

reading that has a distinct upward 
tendency. 

In speaking of the circulation of 
library books among the public schools 
the report says: “The returns have 
clearly proven that where the means 
of getting books from the library are 
facilitated, the reading is of a higher 
nature than where the child is com- 
pelled to rely on his own resources if 
procuring his reading matter.”’ 

The binding account shows an in- 
crease, the numbers of volumes sent 
to the bindery to be rebound being 
3272, at a cost of $1747.10. In addi- 
tion to this number, there were up to 
November 1, 13,675 volumes repaired 
in the library by the regular staff. 

In speaking of the reference-room, it 
is stated that it is hoped that some ar- 
rangements may be made by which 
the rooms adjoining the reference de- 
partment, now occupied by the Super- 
intendent of Schools, may be secured 
as an extension to the reference de. 
partment. 

The report says the workroom is 
too small for the requiremnts, and 
that much of the work has _ been 
crowded irto the attic, which, in its 
present unfinished condition, is not 
fit for such uses. 

Considerable space is given to an 
account of the work of cataloging. 
A co-operative method of doing this 
is spoken of. It is stated that a 
company has headquarters in Chicago 
with an experienced cataloguer in 
charge. The idea is for the central 
office to do the work for all libraries 
which subscribe for that purpose. 

Touching upon the work of the train- 
ing class, it is stated that since the 
class was inaugurated, the library was 
had 20,742 hours of gratuitous serv- 
ice from pupils. 

Speaking in general, the report says: 
“One of the most important events 
of the year affecting the welfare of the 
library was the World’s Congress of 
Librarians, and the annual conference 
of the American Library Association, 
held at Chicago, July last, and both 
of which your librarian attended as 
authorized delegate and _ representa- 
tive from this library. It is not neces- 
sary to recapitulate the full report 
made to you of these important ses- 
sions, except in so far as to again 


eall attention to the 
able assistance every opportunity 
to confer with active librarians 


upon library matters brings with it. 
The careful examination of appliances 
and methods, cannot but prove other 
than an advantageous factor in the 
economical administration of our 
library.’’

PASADENA. 


Tournaments of ‘Roses, Past and 
Future. 


A.Great New Year’s Day Occasion—Thte 
Hotels Will OpeneThis Week—Re- 
Sgtous Work—Sunday 
Happenings. 


The Valley Hunt has issued its an- 
nouncement for the fifth annual Tour- 
nament of Roses, to be held nextedlew 
Year’s day. 

The first tournament was held under 
the auspices of the same organization, 
January 1, 1889. The pew idea was 
have a public holiday devoted to out- 
of-door sports of an inexpensive, but 
exciting character, typical of Califor- 
nia, its history and climate; with the 
purpose of developing and stimulat- 
ing a taste for floral decorations and 
festive scenes of the highest sort, held 
in the open air, under the grand old 
live-oaks, thus advertising our climate 
in a startling and impressive way to 
the people of the East, who read of the 
event while surrounded by artificial 
heat to protect them from the rigors of 
zero weather and snowy blizzards. 

From year to year the programme 
of events“has been enlarged and im- 
‘proved until the Tournament of Roses 
has attained a national reputation 
through iliustrated articles in maga- 
zines and newspapers, and from the re- 
ports of those who have witnessed the 
events. Hundreds of people feasting in 
the open air on New Year’s day, with 
strawberries and watermelons plentiful 
and cheap, gives Eastern people a more 
forcible impression of our climatic ad- 
vantages than pages of cold statistics 
and history. 

The announcement states that ‘it is 


® proposed to make the tournament this 


vear more elaborate and attractive 
than ever before. To this end larger 
and better grounds have been secured; 
more expensive and desirable prizes will 
be offered for the several contests, 
there being over forty in number, em- 
bracing only articles truly desirable, 
and each the best of its kind to be 
procured—solid silver of a useful sort, 
valuable advertising privileges, round- 
trip tickets to the Midwinter Fair, sil- 
ver watches, costly carriage robes, 
whips, saddles, bridles, spurs, etc., 
flags, banners and money prizes.””_ . 

Everybody is requested to participate 
in the parade of decorated carrtages. 
The rule of the day should be that 
no man. woman or child or vehicle 
should appear on the street not deco- 
rated with flowers, greens and ribbons. 
The events at the park will embrace 
running races, hurdle races, trotting 
races by the best stock in Southern 
California, steepechases, novelty races 
(including dressing race and spoon and 
egg race,) donkey races, bicycle races, 
and a special effort will be made to se- 
cure a unique entertainment in the way 
of fine horemanship and Spanish 
games, and display of rare old em- 
broideries and trappings. Special ef- 
forts will be made to insure order 
and decorum at the park, and to fro- 
vide that all the events take place 
promptly on time. 

TWO BIG HOTELS WILL OPEN. 

This will be a notable week in Pas- 
adena, for the reason that its two big 
hotels will open for the season of 1893-4. 
On Wednesday or Thursday the Green 
will throw open its doors to the pub- 
lic. and on Saturday the Raymond 
management will resume business at 
the old stand. 

It will only require a few more days 
to complete the main corridors and of- 
fice of the Green. The dining-room is 
now practically ready for occupancy. 
and the kitchen is in. full running or- 
der.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


To Fight the Gas Ireatment Patent—The 
School Row. 

Representatives of the orange-grow- 
ers of Orange county were in this city 
on Saturday afternoon to attend a 
meeting of the principal growers of 
Riverside county, held for the purpose 
of discussing ways and means for fight- 
ing the suits being brought by Orange- 
county parties, claiming to have a 
patent upon the gas treatment for 
scale. 8. C. Evans was made chair- 
man, and J. M. Edmiston secretary of 
the meeting, and J. B. Parker of Or- 
ange county stated what had been done 
by those bringing the suit, what Or- 
ange is doing to defend the growers, 
and what was wanted from Riverside 
county. As attorney for the growers, 
Judge Houghton had been retained by 
the Orange county people, and the 
growers hid organized and agreed to 
meet the necessary expenses by assess- 
ments, having entered into a contract 
to that effect. As it was to be made a 
test case, and, as every orange-grower 
is vitally interested in having the 
plaintiffs in this suit defeated, it is 
right that all the growers assist in 
making the fight. The growers agree 
to pay not to exceed 5 cents for each 
ton owned. With the addition of Riv- 


erside county to the defense, 
the sum would be made _ very 
small. It was thought that 


one-fourth of a cent per ton would de- 
feat it in the lower court, and that it 
would be effectually settled at a cost 
not to exceed 1 cent per ton. A con- 
tract was drawn up, and a committee, 
consisting of H. A. Puls, Judsen House 
and J. D. McNab, appointed to take 
charge of it. Judge Koethen was ap- 
pointed to act with the committee as 
legal adviser. The committee of three 
were also made trustees of the fund. 

Judge Koethen stated that he 
thought the suit could be defeated wo, 
the grounds that in its being a night 
process there was nothing in that idea 
to patent. And, also, that claimants 
were not the originators, but Prof. Co- 
quillett was.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


An Important [latter to Come 
Before the Supervisors. 


The Proposition to Close Streets in Buena 
Park and Reduce the Width of ’ 
Grand Avenue—Gen- 
eral News. 


Among other things to come before 
the Board of Supervisors today (Mon- 
day) is a petition to close’ certain 
streets in Buena Park, and to narrow 
Grand avenue from 108 to 60 feet. 

It seems that this scheme to narrow 
Grand avenue was instigated recently 
by a few residents of the park.dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. Whitaker, the 
projector of the avenue, in the East, 
in the hope of having their petition 
acted upon before his return. But the 
gentleman is now at home, and, for 
the past week, has been endeavoring 
to protect the interests of what prom- 
ises some day to be the finest boule- 
vard in Orange county. 

Good roads and wide avenues are not 
an injury to any community. In 
fact, Orange county has entirely too 
few of th already, notwithstanding 
the fact that, in many portions of the 
county, the road-bed is natural and 
can be put in the best of condition 
at comparatively small cost. River- 
side without its Magnolia avenue would 
lose one of its principal charms. Un- 
less the very best of reasons are ad- 
vanced for narrowing Grand avenue, 
the petition should not be granted, 
as the Supervisors are, no doubt, 


aware. If, instead of narrowing the 
avenue, it would be left its present 
width, and then extended to and 


through Westminster, Garden Grove, 
Santa Ana, Orange, Anaheim, Fuller- 
ton, and thencé to Buena Park, its 
starting point, Orange county would 
have, in this roadway, one* of the 
best advertisements in all Southern 
California. In fact, the attractiveness 
of such an extensive boulevard, and 
its consequent value to the county is, 
at the present time, inestimable. 
SOLVING THE TRAMP QUESTION.

Bernardino from the San Jacinto Val- 
ley. It may be visited from Redlands, 
and a return made to the city within 
four hours. The drive is over a splen- 
did mountain road, winding about upon 
the slopes and in recesses, affording 
beautiful vistas, as one after another 
the vantage points are reached. Scat- 
tered about in the canyons and upon 
the slopes are many varieties of wild 
flowers and berries, even at this season 
of the year. Reaching the summit, 
there are found three peaks—Bacon 
Hill. The Crown, and Lookout—from 
which a magnificent view mav be ob- 
tained of the surrounding country on 
all sides. Spread out in a panorama 
lie the many towns and villages of the 
fertile valleys. Nearest, and almost at 
one’s feet. is Brookside, in the Canyon. 
Just over the bluff, and beautifully 
spread upon the slope, is Redlands. Be- 
yond are Mentone, Crafton, East High- 
lands. Highlands, West Highlands, and 
San Bernardino, and, spread further to 
the westward, one sees Arrowhead, Ri- 
alto. Etiwanda, Rochester, Cucamonga, 
Ontario, and, nearer, Colton, and Ur- 
bita. Turning to the south of the 
range, are visible Alessandro, Moreno, 
San Jacinto, Hemet, Beaumont and Per- 
ris, and the sites for several of the 
new towns. With a field glass several 
other towns may be seen, and the 
ocean to the southwest. The snow- 
‘capped crowns of Old Baldy. Mt. San 
Bernardino, Grayback and Mt. San 
‘Jacinto. are all in plain view, and 
the shimmer of Lake San Jacinto is 
een in the sunlight. Redlands is very 
ortunate in having in such an accesgri- 
ble place a point from which the whole 
country can be seen, and in having 
men who will construct a fine mountain 
road to it and throw it open to the 
public. Excursion parties will be 
formed during the winter to visit Fre- 
mont Park.

She Will Be Foremost Among the Exhibitors 
and Run a Close Race for First 
Place—What is Being 
Done. 


The active part taken and enthusias- 
tic co-operation shown by Southern Cai- 
ifornia in Midwinter. Fair matters is 
heginning to win commendation from

“Having provided for this splendid 
and commodious building, Southern 
California may be trusted to make the 
inside as attractive as the outside, 
and, in all kindness and good faith, we 
warn Central and Northern California 
that the people of the South are. 
“‘rustlers’’ when they get started, and 
that the rivalry. however gererous it 
may be, will be pushed to its extreme 
limit at the coming exposition. ' There 
are a great many things in Southern 
California besides citrus fruits, and it 
is safe to say that the very best of 
everything will be exhibited at the 
Midwinter Fair. 

“And this is just as it should be. The 


Midwinter Fair is not intended to be! 
a Cheap John show. We want to show |" 


the world or as much of it as visits 
us, the very best that the great State 
of California can do, and the possibil- 
ities of the future as well, and that can 
be accomplished only by displaying the 
verv best and choicest exhibits from 
every part of the State. Southern Cal- 
ifornia will 
foot foremost. and unless other parts 
of the State do the same they will 


have only themselves to blame if they | 


do not receive the attention which their 
intrinsic merit should bestow upon 
them.”’
